BLAZE ATTRIBUTED TO UNEMPLOYED 


Nation-Wide Tieup Stopped 
By Body Declares W. 
Jett 
Lauck. 


HAS 
BIG 
INLUENCE 


First Industrial 
Confer­ 
ences After War Were 
Dismisal Failures. 


Washington, Aug. 29.-A nation wide 
railroad strike has undoubtedly been 
prevented by the recent decision of the 
railroad labor board it was said here 
today by W. Jett Lauck, consulting 
economist and former secretary of 
the war labor hoard. 
In certain respects the decisions or 
the board have been displeasing both 
to the railroad employes and the rail­ 
road managers- Lauck said, but so 
far as the public is concerned, there 
can be no doubt that the work of the 
board has been the greatest construc­ 
tive and stabilizing force in th© in­ 
dustrial affairs since the termination 
of the war. 
“The unfortunate and 
deplorable 
situation from the point of view 
of 
the public,’’ Lauck declared, “ has 
been that the labor policy of the rail­ 
roads has been dominated by a group 
of financiers and railway executive! 
whose main object has been not to 
serve the public intelligently by bring 
ing about real railway efficiency and 
economies, but to secure savings- in 
operating costs by destroying just 
and reasonable standards of work and 
competition. 
“The depressed 
condition 
of 
the 
transportation industry with the re 
sultant lack of employment has been 
favorable to their plans, as it has 
weakened the economic power of the 
employes. H ie 
labor 
board, 
hag 
thwarted the indefensible efforts of 
this group by maintaining the right 
of collective bargaining on a labor 
union basis, the eight hour day and 
similar fundamental rights. 
It has 
also prevented an unwarranted re­ 
duction in wages. 
It has been cour­ 
ageous, forwardlooking and construc­ 
tive from the standpoint both of the 
public and the transportation indus­ 
try." 
Tho great need of the country after 
the armistice, Lauck said, was a series « 
of principles or a code to govern in­ 
dustrial relations and conditions so 
that the 
continuity 
of 
production 
might not be broken by strikes, and 
that maximum production might be 
attained at the lowest cost to the con­ 
sumer. 
The 
first 
industrial 
conference 
which was called by President Wilson 
with this object in view, he continued, 
turned out to be a tragic failure. The 
steel strike, which might have been 
settled, cost the country hundreds of 
millions of dollars and the coal strike 
followed with equally disastrous re­ 
sults- 
The second 
industrial 
conference, 
called by the president the so-called 
Hoover conference, was equally futile, 
the economist declared- 
It prepared 
an extended report and recommended 
the establishment of 
elaborate 
ma­ 
chinery for tho adjustment of labor 
disputes but failed in its primary duty 
by failing to urge certain fundamen­ 
tal principles as mandatory upon tho 
adjustment of disputes. 
"The transportation act, however/ 
Lauck continued, “not only provided 
a board for the settlement of rail­ 
road labor controversies but also laid 
down as the constitution of this board 
a code 
of 
seven 
principles 
which 
should be mandatory upon the rail­ 
road labor board in making its de­ 
cision- 
The significant 
praise­ 
worthy features of the boards’s work 
has been that it has gone beyond these 
seven standards and has laid down 
sixteen additional principles as manda 
tory upon its own action and upon col- 
letivo 
bargaining 
between 
railway 
employes and management.

Columbus, O., Aug. 29.—Solitary

Authorities are trying to identify 
the trio who aided

Utilizing a key, made out of a tin 
spool, the prisoners got out of their 
cells, hiding until Guard Robinson ap­ 
proached. 
Besides gagging him they 
rve.red his eyes with a tape before he 
was able to identify them. 
They left Robinson lying on the 
floor of the old cell block, after re­ 
moving his revolver and keys, and 
went to the big 
gate 
where 
they 
found it could not be opened except 
from the outside. Returning to their 
cells, the prisoners locked themselves 
in shortly before a number of guards, 
started on a search for Robinson. 
When the guards found Robinson’s 
revolver and keys in their possession, 
Taylor and Mussell confessed, 
but 
would not tell who their companions 
were. 
Robinson was not hurt. 


Chicago, A ugust 29.— The giant 
dirigible ZR-2 wrecked in England 
with a loss of 46 lives, was equip­ 
ped with safety appliances 
which 
had been condemned by the United 
States army air service, according 
to Major R. W. Schroeder, form ic 
chief test pilot of the service and 
holder of the w orld’s altitude re­ 
cord. Major Schroeder declared that 
the type of parachute with which 
the ZR-2 was equipped had been 
condemned by this governm ent af­ 
ter a British air officer using one 
had been killed in a demonstration 
at Dayton Ohio. 
Airmen throughout the country 
according to Major Schroeder, are 
wondering why the United 
States 
men aboard the ZR-2 
were not 
equipped with the free type para­ 
chute, better known as 
the 
life 
pack, which has been adopted by 
the army and air m ail 
services,* 
Schroeder believes m ost of the nrnn 
would have been cav* d if they had 
worn this safety appliance. 
Schroeder also declared it ‘‘su r­ 
prising’' that the weak ta rts of the 
ZR-2 were not developed by tests 
on the ground before the ship was 
permitted to fly.

all,w “Take aly* etc. The idea is that 
you “put in** one c*nt, one dollar, or 
one whatever you’re playing for, (or 
take out the corresponding medium of 
exchange. 
The toddle top, as you know, is un­ 
lawful- There s a band against it. You 
do, too know it. 
Anyway, th* efficiency expert wroty 
out his report- It was submitted to the 
board of directors of the banking con­ 
cern.

should prove indisputably

there need for further proof, 
that 
freight rates hearing on farm prod­ 
ucts are enjust and erroneous. The

rates 
of late 
years have affected bulky commod­ 
ities more than goods 
capable 
of 
shipment compactly. The percent­ 
age of total value 
consumed 
by 
freight rates has increased 
much 
more rapidly with grains, hay and 
so on than with such manufactured 


articles as shoes and clothing. 
The Interstate Commerce

The ill-fated ZK-2 was the largest dirigible ever built, with 
I capacity far greater than that of the Zeppelin L-71, built by I 
Germany to bomb New York and Washington. She was larger! 
than the British dirigible R-34, which in July, 1919, crossed the; 
Atlantic from East Fortune, Scotland, to Hazelhurst Field, N. Y., I 
in 108 hours and 12 minutes. It had been confidently expected 
that the ZR-2 would have beaten that record, if she had made a 
successful crossing. 
The design of the ZR-2 was decided upon by the British Ad-; 
miralty in the spring of 1918. Construction was begun at Short 
Brothers works at Cardington, in November, 1918. In April, 1920, 
the works at Cardington were taken over by the air ministry, 
and the greater part of the construction of the ZR-2 was carried 
DUt since that date. The purchase price to the United States Navy 
was to be $2,000,000. 
Seen in flight the ZR-2 closely resembled her sister ship, the 
R^34, with a bewildering confusion of aluminum girders, rows of 
gasoline and water tanks, acres of gas bags and a miscellany of 
guy wires, control valves, pipes, swivels and hinges.

are, it would be worth holding. I he 
failure would compel explanations. We 
would know better why we ann at all. 
There is nothing more 
nebulous on 
earth now than the reasons given for 
the Unictd States spending hundreds 
of millions a year for an army and 
navy- 
If we get nothing more out oi 
the disarmament conference than ma- 
t-erials for making a clear and trust­ 
worthy summary and classification of 
the reasons for this expenditure, we 
shall have made a substantial 
gain 
We shall then know how large a part 
of the argument for armaments 
is 
based on superstition, tradition, fear, 
greed—how small on wise foresight, 
providing against real dangers. 
If the disarmament conference sue 
reeds in bringing about any degree o< 
limitation, it will be because each o ’ 
the nations interested frankly 
and 
publicly put all its cards on the table, 
analyzes its fears and suspicions and 
explains any desires it may have to 
expand. If each nation comes to the 
conference with an honest intention to 
demonstrate clearly to its 
conferees 
the soundness of what is in its mind 
and with a willingness to abandon its 
position if convinced that its fears are 
groundless or its desires dangerous 
to the peace of the world, we shall 
certainly see a substantial 
disarma­ 
ment. 
To cut armament and leave the rea­ 
sons that are now keeping nations in 
arms indefinite and undisturbed 
is 
small insurance against war for arm­ 
aments arc the tools and not to any 
appreciable degree the causes of war. 
Moreover, they are tools easily ex­ 
temporized. 
Witness the experience 
of England, of France and particular­ 
ly of the Unietd States in the recent 
great waar. 
There will not be full 
frankness in dealing with the thoughts 
that ane now actuating the various 
nations unless there be a large de­ 
gree of open discussion, open voting. 
There must, of course be frequent ex­ 
ecutive sessions. 
Committee 
work, 
must, in the nature of things, be car­ 
ried oh for the most 
part 
behind 
closed doors, for it is a work of pre­ 
paration, sifting, classifying, expedit­ 
ing business- But the great business 
of presenting the reasons for arma­ 
ments now in the minds of the nations 
should be carried on in the open- if we 
are to get read and permanent results.
